plurality of conductive members, the central adaptor component having a plurality of projecting 
posts, wherein each of the projecting posts is inserted into corresponding grooves and nesting

within each of the cavities to hold the each of the conductive members between the base 
components and the central adaptor component, and a front of the central component having a 
second cavity bounded by a circumference side wall to receive a rear potion of the electrical 
wiring device, as recited with other limitations in the independent claim 56.
